Detective Agency Unknowingly Fur- 
nishes Express Company Lunatic 
to Police in New York Strike.

With her attorney, H. R. McLean, of 
Detroit, Mrs. Fitts-Jones descended om 
the Thirty-sixth Precinet of the Sixth 
Ward, and demanded that she be .

It is rather disconcerting, in view 
of advance made by these other 
nations, to learn that “the only aero- 
nautical equipment this nation pos- 
sesses at present consists of one small 
practice dirigible balloon, one Wright 
aeroplane and three small captive bal- 
loons.” While Europeans are display- 
ing marked activity in the develop 
ment and supply of both the dirigible 
and aeroplane for war purposes the 
United States government acts as if it 
considers the flying machines are still 
mere playthings. Gen. Allen says with- 
out hesitation that the principal mil 
‘tary subject now engrossing the atten- 
tion of congresses and parliaments of 
European first-class powers is the pos- 
sible influence of aerial navigation 
upon the military art, while in the 
United States aeronautics, as far as 
our army is concerned, has been prac- 
tically at a standstill for twelve months. 
it is sure to be said by somebody 
that the United States doesn’t have to 
bother trying out aeroplanes, but is 
wisely waiting for the other powers to 
spend money doing this, and then, 
when they have determined upon the 
best type, we can step in and buy a 
bunch. In this way we can craftily 
shift the expense of experiment and 
development to other nations. 

The chief signal officer of the army 
refers to this in his report, and shows 
the unwisdom of any such course. He 
indicates the folly of being unprepared 
suppose a war were unexpectedly to 
break out involving the honor of this 
country. He refers to the frequently 
made assertion that the United States, 
because of its isolated position, is not 
likely to become involved in conflict 
with a powerful nation. In reply he 
points out that in 1897 no one believed 
the United States had any prospect of 
war, yet within one year from that 
date we were actually fighting Spain 
“without any adequate military prep- 
arations for a war, which resulted in 
great confusion, expense and unneces- 
sary loss of life.” 

It may be argued that when trouble 
looms up we can rush the construction 
‘of some Wright machines or some of 
the Curtiss type. But who will pilot

measure like a suit of clothes, and de- 
livered, all complete, in a couple of 
days.

In England today the descendants 
of Cromwell's scidiers and the descend- 
ants of the cavaliers_do not even 
remember the quarrels of their ances- 
tors. The son of the deposed Emperor 
of France died fighting for the Eng- 
lish flag, which sheltered his father at 
Chiselhurst, although it waved over 
the pfison of his great uncle at Saint 
Helena. 

In our own country, although we 
honor the memories of our revolution- 
ary ancestors we cast no reproach 
upon the Tories, and both Federal and 
Confederate veterans laure! the graves 
of those who of old they faced in the 
stormy shock of battle. 

Probably the most rapid assimilation 
of those who were once foes appears 
today in the formation of the dominion 
of United South Africa, and the ap- 
parently complete welding of English- 
men and Boer in the new nation. 
The Boers are the descendants of 
men who left Holland for South Africa 
about the same time that the Pilgrim 
Fathers left England, and for the 
same reason—the achievement of re- 
ligious liberty. They settled in Cane 
Colony, which was nominally a suzer- 
ainty of Holland. When Napoleon con- 
quered Holland Cape Colony became 
a French possession, and after Wat- 
erloo it was claimed by England, 
which proceeded to exercise an active 
sovereignty there. To this last change 
of nationality the Boers refused to sub- 
mit and they emigrated en masse 
northward, where they established the 
Orange Free State and the Transvaal 
Republic. These little republics grew 
in wealth and numbers, and England, 
after a while, claimed jurisdiction over 
them. A war ensued in which the Boers 
were victorious. An anecdote is re- 
lated of a dispute between a Boer and 
a Briton as to the color of the English 
flag. The Briton claimed that the flag 
was red. “No,” said the Boer, “I saw 
it at Bellefontaine, at Majuba Hill 
and at other places. During the fight- 
ing I could not see it on account of 
the smoke, but ‘when the fight was 
over, I noticed its color, and it was 
always white, 

Gladstone made peace with the Boer 
republic and England formally recog- 
nized its independence and made with 
it a treaty of peace and amity. The 
gold discoveries on the Rand and the 
vast investments of British capital in 
and about Johannesburg set the influ 
ential wolves of the London Stock Ex- 
change howling for British government 
in the Transvaal, and excuses for vio- 
lation of the Gladstone treaty were of- 
tered in rapid succession. 

Britain claimed that the Boers op- 
pressed the wild Africans, and that in 
the interests of human freedom, she 
must interfere for their protection. 
Britain claimed that the Boer govern- 
ment inflicted excessive taxation on 
the importation of dynamite, and that 
in the interest of London mining com- 
panies she must interfere. Britain 
claimed that in a republic of Dutch- 
men, created by Dutchmen for Dutch- 
men in an African wilderness, the pro- 
cedings of their Volksraad—or legis- 
lative assembly—must be conducted in 
the English language, and if the Boers

England did not base her claim of 
right to forcibly annex the Transvaal 
solely because of the claims we have 
enumerated. She based it upon what 
Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman called 
Great Britain's ‘“paramountoy” in 
South Africa. Paramountey.“ as de- 
fined by the British imitators of the 
ancient gang of road agents who did 
business between Jerusalem and Jer- 
icho, is the right of the owners of the 
larger portion of a country to seize 
the remainder. David, for instance, ex- 
ercised paramountcy when he annexed 
Uriah's wife. We might exercise para- 
mountcy by taking Canada, and Brazil 
might exercise paramountcy by seizing 
the territory that Britain surveyed 
away from Venezuela. 

Upon the basis of all these pretexts, 
and, finally, without any pretext, Great 
‘Britain sent her armies into the Trans- 
vaal, crushed thé Boers, drove Presi- 
dent Kruger into exile and death, and 
annexed the Boer republic and the 
Orange Free State, and governed them 
despotically as crown colonies, until 
now, when it is proposed to unite them 
with Cape Colony and Natal and give 
them representative government, con- 
ferring the suffrage to British subjects 
of the white race. It is hoped rather 


than expected that a great South Af- | 


rican republic will result. This hope 
we do not share. The Transvaal is a 
treeless, arid plateau, without fuel or 
waterfall, or iron, or timber, or op- 
portunities for the construction 
great reservoirs, or sloping plains for 
‘canals. Irrigation is impossible there 
except for small and scattered or- 
chards and fields. It is essentially a 
pastoral country, fit only for raising 
cattle and sheep. Its value to the world 
at large consists mainly of its diamond 
fields and gold mines, In the course 
of years these will be exhausted, and 
we know from observation in our own 
land how poor and deserted, and barren 
of hope a country can become, when 
rich mines, which were its principal 
resource, are worked out. 

The Boers, it is said, cheerfully ac- 
quiesce and co-operate with their Eng- 
lish conquerors in the new order of 
things, although it is only ten years 
since their armies were massacred into 
surrender. We can believe in the ac- 
quiescence, but reserve doubts as to 
the cheerfulness. 


In spite of the result the “Old Guard” 
will be found doing business at the old 
stand.

If the result of yesterday's election 
will serve to get the Republicans to- 
gether from ocean to ocean, we may 
accept the verdict with some degree of 
equanimity.

A MAN OF MARK. 

The sudden death of Sir Clifton Rob- 
inson, the noted engineer, and manag- 
ing director of the London Electric 
Tramways, is particularly regretted in 
this city, where he was well known to 
some of the old-timers. Sir Clifton was 
much interested in Los Angeles, prin- 
‘cipally for the reason that one of the 
first electric lines in the country was 
built by him here. It may almost be 
said that he laid the foundation for his 
greatness in this city. His success in- 
spired him to good work elsewhere un- 
til he became one of the best known 
engineers in the world, and his serv- 
ices were in demand everywhere that 
rails were being laid. 

Sir Clifton, as the telegrams from 
New York stated, was engaged, just 
previous to his death, on a very impor- 
tant scheme to provide electric traction 
for the Philippines, iwvolving no less a 
sum than $50,000,000. He also had a 
smaller job on hand which, while far 
less likely to attract attention, yet con- 
cerned a number of people in England 
and Canada. To be brief, he had been
